This text is nn old form < 
speech, applied usually fo those who wot 
foolishly,' impertinently, or Absurdly em- 
ployed. But now it is used by boings'nol 
entirely of earth, nngcls. Are they acquaint- 
ed wilh the dialects of earth'! Undoubtedly 
they havo been aud nro interested specta- 
tors of aud participants in the scenes of Iho 
singular history of this planet. 


It was meet that they should lie al Iho 


sepulchre to roll away the stono, to gaze 
poll Iho triumphant risen Lord— to tell the 
wonderful news to the women who came to 
tho sepulchre to witness his triumphal ns- 
cension.
